A  Real  Gift

All  last  month,  the  holiday 

shopping  season  was  in  high 
gear,  followed  immediately 
by  post-holiday  sales  and  more 
shopping.  Amid  all  the  marketing  and 
over-commercialization,  and  with  the 
billions  of  dollars  spent  on  gifts,  it 
is  easy  to  see  how 
the  holidays  have 
lost  some  of  their 
meaning. 


Rather  than  jump 
on  the  bandwagon 
and  protest  the 
excessive  spending 
we  see  during 

the  holiday  season,  I  would  like  to 
suggest  a  different  understanding  of 
the  value  of  gifts,  an  understanding 
that  can  inform  our  lives  throughout 
the  entire  year.  In  his  book  The  Gift, 
Lewis  Hyde  looks  at  the  tradition  of 
gift-giving  and  its  potential  for  helping 
people  band  together.  Hyde  tells  us 
that  when  the  Puritans  first  landed 
in  the  New  World,  they  discovered 
something  very  interesting  about  the 
natives’  feeling  for  property.  They 
found  it  so  interesting  that  they  gave 
it  a  name:  “Indian  giving.”  But  what 
they  meant  by  that  term  is  not  how  we 
use  it  today.  In  1764,  when  Thomas 
Hutchinson  wrote  his  history  of  the 
Massachusetts  colony,  the  term  was 


already  an  old  saying.  “An  Indian  gift,” 
he  told  his  readers,  “is  a  proverbial 
expression  signifying  a  present  for 
which  an  equivalent  return  gift  is 
expected.” 

The  Indian  giver  -  in  the  original 
understanding  of  the  phrase  - 
understood  an  essential  property  of 
a  gift:  whatever  we  have  been  given 
we  are  supposed  to  give  away  again, 
not  keep.  Or,  if  we  keep  the  gift,  we 
should  give  away  something  of  similar 
value  instead.  So  we  may  keep  our 
Hanukkah  gifts,  but  they  cease  to 
be  true  gifts  unless  we  have  given 
something  else  away.  The  important 
concept  here  is  that  the  gift  keeps 
moving  from  person  to  person.  We 
find  a  similar  sentiment  in  our  own 
tradition  through  several  examples 
from  the  Torah.  The  first  fruits  always 
belong  to  God.  The  first  born  are 
consecrated  to  God.  The  idea  is  that 
we  receive  these  blessings  from  God 
and  in  return  (and  in  hope  that  the 
gifts  continue)  we  take  part  of  that 
blessing  and  give  it  back  to  God.  What 
we  learn  from  these  examples  is  that 
as  a  community  of  people  of  good  will, 
we  do  not  benefit  from  keeping  our 
gifts.  In  fact,  the  gift  that  is  hoarded 
will  be  lost,  while  the  one  that  is 
passed  along,  given  to  another  person, 
or  shared  with  the  world,  remains 
abundant. 

At  this  time  of  year,  coming  off 
the  holiday  season  that  includes 
Thanksgiving  and  Hanukkah,  we  are 


deeply  aware  of  both  the  physical  and 
spiritual  gifts  in  our  lives.  As  we  begin 
the  new  secular  year  and  think  about 
all  these  gifts,  it  is  a  good  time  for  us 
to  consider  the  understanding  of  gift¬ 
giving  that  Hyde  discusses  in  his  book: 
that  a  gift  can  become  a  true  gift  when 
we  share  it  with  someone  in  need.

The  early  Zionist  waves  of  migration  to  the  Land  of  Israel  came  from 
Russia  and  Poland.  While  the  early  halutzim  (pioneers)  aspired  to  leave 
behind  their  diaspora  existence,  they  unconsciously  transported  many  East 
European  features.  Tel  Aviv  was  modeled  after  Odessa;  the  songs  of  the 
pioneers  were  based  on  Russian  melodies;  political  parties  organized  social 
and  cultural  life  as  they  did  in  Eastern  Europe.  We  will  explore  the  role  of 
Zionism  in  Jewish  political  and  cultural  life  in  Russia  and  Poland,  the  ideas 
and  visions  of  major  Zionist  thinkers  in  Eastern  Europe  and  the  particular 
features  of  each  “wave”  of  immigration.  We  will  conclude  with  a  discussion 
of  the  East  European  Jewish  roots  of  some  of  the  things  we  have  come  to 
think  of  as  quintessential^  “Israeli.”

Since  the  collapse  of  communism  in  1989,  Polish  society  has  undergone 
and  continues  to  undergo  a  thorough  examination  of  its  past  in  an  attempt 
to  understand  what  Poland  is,  what  it  was  and  what  it  can  be.  For  decades 
after  World  War  II,  the  place  of  the  large  Jewish  community  of  Poland 
was  ignored  and  its  memory  suppressed.  In  the  last  two  decades,  that  has 
been  replaced  with  a  dramatic  resurgence  of  interest  in  the  Polish- Jewish 
experience  on  the  part  of  the  larger  Polish  society.  This  course  will  examine 
four  aspects  of  this  unfolding  drama:  the  renewal/revival/rebirth  of  the 
Polish  Jewish  community;  the  discourse  in  all  levels  of  Polish  society  about 
the  place  of  the  Jews  in  the  Polish  past  (and  present)  and  its  different 
manifestations;  anti-Semitism  in  Poland  and  conflicting  narratives  about 
the  role  of  the  Poles  in  the  Shoah.

Journey  into  the  world  of  Jewish  individuals  and  communities  as  the 
events  of  the  Holocaust  unfold  around  them.  Explore  the  profound  record 
of  first-person  accounts  in  diaries  and  memoirs  uncovered  in  the  years 
since  the  Holocaust  and  gain  remarkable  insights  into  the  struggle  for 
life  as  both  young  and  old  writers  describe  day-to-day  life  coping  in  the 
ghettos,  imprisoned  in  the  death  camps,  hiding  on  the  run  and  fighting  for 
their  lives.

Joseph  Bau:  A  Man  of  His 
Time  and  Beyond

Joseph  Bau  recorded  the  human 
experience  for  more  than  seven 
decades:  in  stark,  black  and 
white  images  of  the  Holocaust;  in 

►  colorful  oils  created  throughout 
his  life  in  Israel,  and  in  art  of  the 
Hebrew  letters.  As  a  20-year- 
old  prisoner,  Joseph  Bau  saved 
his  life  by  creating  maps  and 
documents  for  his  Nazi  captors. 
At  the  same  time,  he  fabricated 
documents,  papers  and  passports 
that  helped  many  others  escape 
the  Nazi  regime.  Bau  worked 
closely  with  Oskar  Schindler;  the 
wedding  in  Stephen  Spielberg's 
Schindler's  List  was  based  on  the 
wedding  of  Bau  and  his  bride, 

0  Rebecca  Tannenbaum.  Beginning 
in  1950,  Bau  documented  the 
experience  of  the  early  years 
of  the  State  of  Israel  in  art  and 
in  film.  Called  the  “Disney  of 
Israel,”  Joseph  Bau  created 
classic  early  animation  and  titles 
for  many  of  Israel's  early  films. 
His  iconic  advertising  logos  are 
recognized  decades  later.

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Joseph  Bau:  A  Man  of  His  Time  and 
Beyond

Joseph  Bau  recorded  the  human  experience  for  more 
than  seven  decades,  in  stark,  black  and  white  images  of 
the  Holocaust;  in  colorful  oils  created  throughout  his  life 
in  Israel;  and  in  art  of  the  Hebrew  letters.  As  a  20-year- 
old  prisoner,  Joseph  Bau  saved  his  own  life  by  creating 
maps  and  documents  for  his  Nazi  captors.  At  the  same 
time,  he  fabricated  documents,  papers,  and  passports 
that  helped  many  others  escape  the  Nazi  regime.  Ban 
worked  closely  with  Oskar  Schindler;  the  wedding  in 
Stephen  Spielberg's  Schindler's  List  was  based  on  the 
wedding  of  Bau  and  his  bride,  Rebecca  Tannenbaum. 
Beginning  in  1950,  Bau  documented  the  experience  of 
the  early  years  of  the  State  of  Israel  in  art  and  in  film. 
Called  the  “Disney  of  Israel,”  Joseph  Bau  created  classic 
early  animation  and  titles  for  many  of  Israel's  early  films. 
His  iconic  advertising  logos  are  recognized  decades  later.
